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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required 
under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-26, drawn to a method for selecting a single 
chain antibody against a peptide target in yeast. 

II. Claims 27-29, drawn to a method for selecting a single 
chain antibody against a peptide target in yeast 
further comprising mutagenesis. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the 
following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are 
unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as 
capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 
806.04, MPEP § 808.01), In the instant case the different 
inventions are drawn to different methods comprising different 
steps, mode of operations and/or effects. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of 
their recognized divergent subject matter, and the search 
required for Group I is not required for Group II, specifically 
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scientific literatures, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

Claims 15, 16, 18, 20, 26 are generic to a plurality of 
disclosed patentably distinct species comprising: 

A. Membrane protein, the specific species are recited in 
claim 16, if growth factors is the elected species or in claim 
18, if cytokine receptor or tyrosine-kinase as in claim 19 and 
etc . 

B. Reporter gene as recited in claim 16. 

Each of the species in e.g., Subgroup A differs in 
structures and functions. Thus, a prior art reference 
anticipating one species would not render obvious the other 
species . 

Applicant is required under 3 5 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single 
disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species 
are not patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or 
identify such evidence now of record showing the species to be 
obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case.
